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Patients 
May Have 
to Travel

EL DORADO, Ark. (AP) - 


Senior citizens here who have 
signed up for the federal Medi- 
care program have learned that, 
unless they are willing to travel 
some distance, their $3 a month 
is going to waste. 


The dsiclosure came when it 


was learned Tuesday that Warn- 
er Brown Hospital, which was 
certified eligible for Medicare 
just six hours before it reached 
the deadline, has been taken off 
the list of the eligibl ehospitals. 


Wilbur J. Cohen, undersecre- 


tary 
of the Department of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
telephoned the hospital to in- 
form them that due to "non- 
compliance" with Title VI of 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act, their 
acceptance had been reversed. 


Title VI is the non-discrimina- 


tion requirement hospitals must 
meet to be accepted for Medi- 
care. 


The only other hospital in this 


city of some 25,000 persons is 
Union Memorial, which has not 
submitted an application to join 
the program. 


"We were told that our rooms 


are 
not integrated 
enough," 


said Fred H. Smith, assistant 
administrator at Warner Brown. 
"We have tried since June 7 
(to become eligible) and Negro 
patients have been admitted on 
'color-blind' basis." 


Smith said, however, a "size- 


able number" of patients in the 


hospital have said they didn't 
want to be in" racially mixed 
rooms. 


Twenty-eight patients in War- 


ner Brown were already under 
Medicare when the reversal was 
announced, Smith said. 


He said that anyone falling 


under Medicare's jurisdiction 
would have to travel to Hamp- 
ton or Crossett, where artpepted. 
hospitals are 
located, to be 


treated. 


"Of course, we will sitll take 


emergencies, 
as 
we always 


have," he said. 


The HEW's displeasure pro- 


bably was due to the fact that 
most Negro patients appear to 
be located in one room, Smith 
said. 


"We originally had a Negro 


ward, but when we decided to 
apply for Medicare, we abolish- 
ed the room and changed it into 
a charity ward," He said. It 
just happened thjj^ most per- 
sons i nthe ward were Negroes 
and they (the HEW) probably 
felt we weren't integrated." 


Smith, said he felt there was 


pressure from "local Negro 
groups" concerning the hospi- 
tal's application for a Medicare 
contract. 


The other 
hospital, 
Union 


Memorial, hasn't submitted an 
application because it has been 
told it wouldn't be approved be- 
caus eof non-compliance with 
Title VI, Phil Goodwin, assist- 
ant administrator said Tues- 
day. 


"We have been told we would 


and we have been told we 
wouldn't," Goodwin said. "We 
don't know where we stand."

and then looted the stores. 


"Under no circumstances will 


civil disobedience be tolerated 
in this state while I am gover- 
nor," said Morrison at a news 
conference

There's 
nothing new about 


duck bands being sent in to the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
by hunters, but when a tag from 
a duck banded 12 years ago is 
sent in, that's news 


The mallard hen apparently 


fell for Arkansas, havng b e e n 
banded with No. 557-3113 in Ar- 
kansas County in 1953 and hav- 
ing met her Waterloo in the 
same county last year. 


Dave Donaldson, G & F bio- 


logist, banded the hen on the 
Wrape plantation north of Rey- 
dell in Arkansas county. He sur- 
mised that the duck had flown 
at least 3,000 miles per year for 
.the last 12 years in its migra- 
,tion between Canada and Ark- 
ansas. The hen was killed last 
year by J. B. Rogers of DeWitt, 
who returned the band. 


A mallard drake banded 11 


years ago — January 2, 1955, 
to be exact— near the s a m e 
area was killed last November 
at Bay Port, Michigan. Another 
hunter from Missouri returned 
a band from a mallard drake 
banded near Reydell in 1956 and 
killed last year. 


These incidents are very un- 


usual, says Donaldson, since 
most ducks — banded and non- 
banded — seldom live 
more 


than two to four years because 
of natural and hunting mortality. 
In this state the oldest band re- 
returned by a duck hunter was 
a 14-year-old one. 


1966-67 Hunting Licensee 
To Go On Sale July First 
Arkansas hunters are remind- 


ed that 1966-67 licenses will go 
on sale July 1. The license wUl 
cost residents $3.50, while non- 
residents 
may buy either 
a 


small-game license for $20 or a 
big-game for $30.

Seems Liquid 
Hydrogen Is 
Harnessed

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla., (AP) 


—After years 
of engineering 


headaches, it appears that U.S. 
scientists have harnessed liquid 
hydrogen as a high-energy rock- 
et fuel for man-to-the-moon and 
other space missions. 


The breakthrough came Tues- 


day when America's heaviest 
satellite, a 29-ton rocket stage, 
hurdled around the globe for 
thjfce orbits while ground sta- 
tions monitored the behavior of 
10 tons of hydrogen packed in 
[lie fuel tank. 


Throughout this 4&-hour pe- 


riod, the hydrogen performed 
better than expected, thanks to 
a unique system of small rock- 
ets and gas vents that created a 
tiny thrust to keep the fuel posi- 
tioned in the bottom of the 64,- 
000-gallon tank, at the end of the 
engine. 


Under weightless conditions 


on previous tests with smaller 
rockets, the fuel had a tendency 
to curl into a ball, climb the 
walls of the tank or vaporize. 


When the thrust was removed 


on command for brief periods 
Tuesday, the hydrogen reacted 
to its weightless world, forming 
into small globules that floated 
in the empty portion at the top 
of the tank, at times obscuring 
the view of a television camera 
that relayed pictures to the 
ground. 


Under great acceleration by 


larger rockets, the liquid bub- 
bled 
in its 
frigid 
chamber, 


where temperatures of 423 de- 
grees below zeo were needed to 
keep the hydrogen in a liquid 
state. 


But each time, when the gen- 


tle thrust was applied, the hy- 
drogen settled to the bottom, 
with hardly a ripple on the sur- 
face, demonstrating that the 
engine could have been restart- 
ed—a must for manned lunar- 
landing flights. 


A second start of the salelli'e 


engine was not attempted Tues- 
day because the rocket stage 
was fitted to handle an excess 
amount of hydrogen in order to 
give (/round stations a greater 
i"nor'u"ity to observe this vola- 
tile fuel.

powerful yet launched by the 
Uni'ed States, boosted its sec- 
ond stage into space as the test 
laboratory. This second stage, 
which fired its engine to attain 
orbital speed, is the same as the 
rocket which will form the third 
stage of the mammoth Saturn 5 
rocket that will hurl Project 
Apollo astronauts on moon jour- 
neys. 


On a moon shot, the Saturn 5 


third stage will have to coast 
around the globe for up to three 
orbits—as the satellite did Tues- 
day—then restart its engine at 
the desired time and location to 
provide the final thrust for the 
astronauts. 


Hydrogen is 40 per cent more 


powerful than conventional liq- 
uid fuels. Without it, the Saturn 
5 would not have enough power 
to send the heavy 92,000-pound 
Apollo craft to the moon. 


The success of the Saturn 1 


also provided NASA with confi- 
dence to move ahead with two 
key shots later this year, both 
using 
this 
booster. 
An un- 


manned Apollo moonship is to 
be launched on a test flight in 
August. If that flight is okay, 
the first three-man Apollo crew 
may ride into earth orbit in No- 


vember to check out all space- 
craft systems for up to 14 days. 


After three orbits Tuesday, 


ground stations concluded their 
major tests with the satellite. It 
is expected to re-enter the at- 
mosphere and burn up Satur- 
day.

sales taxes. 


Every state except North Car- 


olina taxes cigarettes. 


And all have state taxes on 


gasoline. 


Commerce Clearing House, a 


private organization which docs 
research on lax and business 
law for its clients, said sales tax 
rates range from 2 per cent in 
Indiana, Iowa, Louisiana, Neva- 
da, New York, Oklahoma, Tex- 
as and Virginia to 5 per cent in 
Pennsylvania. 


Virginia recently adopted a 2 


per cent sales tax, but it won't 
go into effect until Sept. 1. 


That will leave only Alaska,

general sales tax. 


This tax on sales and services

One of the most unpleasant 


results of the removal of a 
large part of the stomach is a 
condition called the dumping 
syndrome. Some persons with 
a surgically diminished stom- 
ach within an hour or less 
after e a t i n g feel suddenly 
weak, have a drenching sweat 
and are dizzy and nauseated. 
This is because the food in 
thsir stomachs is precipitously 
dumped into the upper small 
intestine ( j e j u n u m ) too ra- 
pidly. 


The v i c t i m s are usually 


women with a highly sensitive 
nature. It has been shown that 
the spells are most likely to 
occur when a large amount of 
cold liquid is imbibed hur- 
riedly. If the meal contains a 
large proportion of sugar, the 
spell will come on even more 
quickly. The cause, therefore, 
appears to be a high degree 
of j e j u n a l irritability with 
cold, distention and sugar act- 
ing as the principal irritants. 


The prevalence of this con- 


dition has discouraged many 
surgeons from removing part 
of the stomach if the patient 
is high-strung and if the rea- 
son for considering the opera- 
tion is a chronic s t o m a c h 
ulcer.

cer. there is no choice but to 
remove it. 


Those who suffer from the 


dumping syndrome can learn 
to control the attacks by using 
a judicious diet low in carbo- 
hydrates, avoiding cold fluids 
and taking methysergide or 
cyproheptadine. These meas- 
ures rarely fail but when they 
do, certain operative proced- 
ures may be required to cor- 
rect the trouble.

duodenal ulcer for 20 years.

How 
could he tell without taking 
X rays? 


A — A l t h o u g h there are 


other causes of blood in the 
stool, a massive hemorrhage 
is almost always from a bleed- 
ing ulcer, especially if the 
blood has been exposed to the 
digestive juices and is tarry 
rather than bright red. Your 
husband's long history of ul- 
cer was another clue. 


X rays would have shown 


n o t h i n g unless he drank a 
mixture of barium sulfate and 
water. In an acute emergency, 
this would have added to his 
ordeal and would have fur- 
nished little i n f o r m a t i o n . 
When he has had time to re- 
gain his strength, his doctor 
may want to X ray his stom- 
ach.

gram has made drastic de- 
mands on medical services that 
require a bold new program. 


He proposed that state insti-

Alford promised to push for

interests of Arkansans. 


Alford took up for what he 


called "the young, reliable and 
dependable life insurance com- 
panies whcih have been lumped 
into th rate raise 
scandal 


which has to do only with in- 
surance on automobiles." He 
said the state also had reliable 
health and casualty companies 
"that need to be supported." 


On welfare, Alford said he is 


not going to make any promise 
to welfare recipients that he 
cannot fulfill. He said he would 
have at the head of the welfare 
program 
people "who know 


your needs, people who will be 
sympathetic with you." 


With the help of welfare de- 


partment personnel, Alford said 
"I assure you of more help 
than you have ever had from 
the welfar eprogram." 


Boyce also went on telveision 


Tuesday night, and his message 
was that the state Highway De- 
partment was "politically do- 
minated " 


He said if he was elected 


governor, he would create « 
commission to "eliminate waste 
and streamline our_ state gov- 
ernment." 


Another Boyce suggestion was 


that county roads be pui in the 
state highway system.

said.

optimistic view of the war dur- 
ing a news conference Tuesday 
on the front lawn of his ranch — 
a session preceded by a barbe- 
cue buffet lunch serve dby Mrs. 
Johnson and daughter Luci. 


Taking the wraps off a top 


secret message from the Pen- 
tagon, Johnson cited estimates 
that stepped-up bombing raids 
on the Hanoi-Haiphong area 
have wiped out 57 per cent of 
North Viet Nam's petroleum 
storage facilities. He said 87 per 
cent of all storage capacity has 
been hit during the raids that 
began last week. 


Other conference highlights: 
—Discussing racial problems, 


Johnson indirectly chided mili- 
tant Negro leaders by assert- 
ing: 
"We are not interested in 


black power and we are not in- 
terested in while power, but ws 
are

American 


democratic power, with a small

He said 
final figures for the fiscal year 
that ended June 30 aren't yet 
available, however.

the first since last August to be 
broadcast live by the television- 
radio networks, Johnson dis- 
closed tentative plans to cut

He said McNamara tells him

projected production rates may 
be desirable within three to six 
months, at a savings of several 
hundred million dollars. 


Right now, Johnson said, ord- 


nance inventories are ample 
and production exceeds usage in 
Viet Nam. He said he doesn't 
want to be stuck with $12 billion 
of worthless and obsolete mili- 
tary hardware when the war 
ends — which he said was the 
case after the Korean War.

original announcement 


said it had been the largest 
number of missiles fired in a 
single day since the beginning 
of the air war and despite the 
confusion later, it obviously rep- 
resented a day of heavy missile 
activity. The largest number of ; 
missiles sighted previously was • 
12 one day last March and it 
was believed Tuesday's firings'^ 
exceeded that total. 


The missiles were fired fropi 


sites in the Red River Valley 50 
to 115 miles north and northwest 
of Hanoi.'U.S^'rtXP'Corce pilots : 
reported wrecking four of the 
sites and also Multis two fuel 
depots within 33 miles of the 
Moth Vietnamese capital. 


One of the oil storage areas 


was 28 miles jior,th of Hanoi, the 
other 33 miles northwest. 


Air Force and carrter-based 


Navy'jets flew a total of 108 
multiplane missions, a new high 
in the IB-monith air war. But a

three or four planes which may 
make several sortfes or single 
strikes against targets.

Research 
Program 


WASHINGTON ( AP)-Con- 


gress has set up the machinery 
whereby 
the 
cotton industry 


may launch a $15 million an- 
nual research and promotional 
program. 


It will depend on the votes of 


the cotton producers who would 
foot the bill. 


The program would finance 


research on ways to cut produc- 
tion costs and to increase sales 
of cotton goods through adver- 
tising 
and promotional cam- 


paigns. 


The 
bill 
providing 
the 


machinery to establish the pro- 
gram has been set by Congress 
to the White House. The measure 
involves no federal expense. 


The program would be financ» 


ed by the cotton growers who 
would be assessed $1 a bale 
when they sell their cotton. The 
money would be withheld by 
the ginner. 


Since 
the producers grow 


about 15 million bales of cot» 
ton, 
the withholding would pro* 


duce about $15 million a year,
